ORDER 
Government have ordered that wherever recruitment test is conducted 
by the Public Service Commission in Malayalam , option will be given to all 
candidates to write the Examination in Hindi, Taul, Kannada or English 
but selected candidates who took the test in language other than Malayalam 
would , on appointment be required to pass a language test in Malayalam , 
before completing the period of probation . But in the case of other 
languages i. c ., Tamil and Kannada there are no such tests and it is 
essential that the officers and staff working in areas where ininority languages 
are spoken should have a working knowledge of the respective languages. 
Government have examined the above question in detail in consultation with 
the Public Service Commission and they are pleased to issue the following 
orders : 

(i) The following test will be obligatory to officers other than 
Kannadigas or Tamilians who are actually working in the respective 
language areas: 

A simple test in translation consisting of one paper of two hours duration 
will be conducted by the Public Service Commission . There shall be two 
questions, one on translation from English to Kannada or tanil and the 
other on translation from Kantada or Tamil to English . The maximum 
marks will be 100 and theminimum required for a pass will be 40 % . 

( ii ) A special language allowance of 20 % of the basic pay subject to 
a maximum ofRs. 25 per mensem will be granted to officers other than 
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Kannadigas or Tamilians who qualify in the above language test, who 
actually work in the respective language areas. The test will be compulsory 
for N.G. Os. and Gazetted Officers who are appointed /working in areas 
where minority languages are spoken .

In the Circular No. 11619 /SD -5 /68/PD dated 7-3-1963 instructions were 
issued to all appointing authorities that appointment orders issued on the 
advise of the Public Service Cominission should be sent by Registered Post. 
Later in Circular No. 31808 /S1-5 /68 /PD dated 17-5-1968 orders were 
issued that at least two weeks time should be allowed to candidates to report 
for duty when they are appointed . 

Now it has been brought to the notice of Governinent that requests 
are being received by appointing athorities to extend the time for reporting 
for duty indefinitely when the candidates receive a pointment orders. 
Governinent have examined this in consultation with the Public Service 
Commission and order that hereafter the maximum period that will be 
allowed to candidates in deserving cases for joining duty will be three 
months fiom the date of appointment order .

The question whether it is necessary to realise fees from candidates for 
obligatory Departmental Tests has comeup for consideration of Government. 
Government have examined the inatter with reference to the practice 
obtaining in other States and they are pleased to issue the following orders: 

Where a test is prescribed as part of the probation or training of an 
cfficer (whether recruited direct or by transfer ), or for the purpose of mak 
ing him eligible for increment or for confirmation in any post, or for promo 
tion to a higher post, or where it is prescribed as a qualification necessary 
fcr an officer to continue in his post without penalty, and where it has bcen 
newly, imposed on persons already in the service concerned when the test 
is prescribed , no fec will be levied . This concession will, however, be 
limited to two chances for cach test and from the bird chance onwards 
fces will be levied as prescribed in the G. O. cited subject to the following 
proviso : 

“ For the above purpose the mere fact of having applied for a test 
will be taken to mean that the candidate has appeared for the test" . 

The Heads of Departments and Offices will furnish in the application 
form a certificate to the effect that the entries in the application form are 
correct and where no fee is paid , that the candidate is eligible for cxemption 
from payment of fees. 
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In the case of Departmental Examinations for junior members of the

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( 2) In rule 4 (a ) ; the following shall be added at the end of the rule, 
namely : 

" Note. - The period of service in Armed Forces put in by persons 
who will be appointed in the reserved vacancies and the period of un 
employment on discharge upto a maximum of three years will be 
excluded for the purpose of reckoning the maximum age limit of 
28 years prescribed for appointment to the post of Veterinary Surgeon " . 

( 3) In rule 4 (b ), under the heading , “ Branch I (Executive)" after 
Class IÙ , Veterinary Surgeons, the following shall be added ,namely: 

" Note.-- The Pre -service training for the post of Veterinary Surgeon 
will not be insisted in the case of the released personnel from the Army 
who will be appointed in the reserved vacancies” .

AWARD 
This is an IndustrialDispute between the Partner, M /s. Siri Pharma , 
Vijayawada -17 and the workeren of the above concern represented by the 
General Secretary , Kerala MedicalReprescitatives Association , Hope Villa , 
Gandhari Ammancoil Street, Trivandrum over " Termination of service of 
Sri C. K. Mukundan, MedicalRepresentative" referred to this court for 
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adjudication under Section 10 (1)(c) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 
(Central Act XIV of 1947) by the GSvernment of Kerala in their Order, 
Labour & SocialWelfare (Labour H ) Department, G. O. Rt.No. 2057 /68 / 
LSWD . dated 18-6-1968 . 

2 . In rursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements . 

3. It is the case of the Management that Sri C.K. Mukundan , appointed! 
as MedicalRepresentative, did not complete the target for sales fixed and 
stipulated in the letter ofappointment, inspite of repeated warnings for about 
2 years, resulting in loss to the company. His service was terminated under 
standing order 13 applicable to him . According to the union, the target was 
not reached due to lack of supplies, and the company not executing the 
orders obtained by Sri C.K. Mukundan. 

4. Today when the case was taken up, a compromise petition has been 
filed by the parties to thedispute settling the matter out of court. An amount 
of Rs. 400 is paid to Sri C. K. Mukundan by the Management in full settle 
ment of his claims. The parties request that an award be passed 
accordingly. 

5. In the result , an award is passed in terms of the settlement shown as 
annexure to this award . 

6. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

This is an industrial dispute referred to this Tribunal for adjudication 
by Government of Kerala as per Order No. 4035/66/HLD dated 17-11-1966 
of the Health and Labour ( H ) Department. The issues referred are the 
following 

" 1. Wage increase , 

2. Confirmation of temporary workers, and 
3. Denial of employment to Shri Balan , Shri Kunhiraman and 

Shri Kuttappan ." 
2. (1) Wage.increase.--The Union s case is as follows : 

At present the Management is giving the wages as per the Minimum 
Wage Notification and this is not sufficient for the workers. A few factories 
similar in nature in this area have increased the wages over and above the 
minimum wage prescribed by Notification as per agreements entered into 
between them and the Union . Union Secretary WW4 speaks about 
the agreement and copies are oduced before this court. Another 
Saw Mill called Assu Saw Mills situated very near the Mill has 
also given the inc ease as per the admission of MW3 the Manager of 
that Mill. The Union made a demand for increased wages on 10-6-1966. 
A few conferences were held but the Management did not even take part in 
these 

conferences. The e after these issues were referred for adjudication.

They conclude that no increase in wages can be 
given . 

3. The Union has stated that the Management can give increased wages. 
But they have not produced documents or other evidence to show that the 
Management has capacity to pay increased wages. The Management also 
has not tried to prove by documents or other evidence to show their fin 
ancial position or incapacity. In their reply statement they have stated that 
they are paying wages consistent with their capacity after considering the 
capacity of the industry as a whole. Thoy further say that they have ken

5. The next question is the quantum of increase. The agreement gives 
30 p . increase per worker per day . The disadvantages are the rebate for 
sawing and the size of the unit. This has to be considered before the 
quantum is to be fixed. At the same time it is also to be noted that the

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neighbouring mill, almost of the same type has given increase on two occa 
sions after the Notification. Taking all these facts into consideration I find 
that the workers shall be given an increase of 25 paise per head per day who 
have put in more than one year service . 

6. Issue 2 : Confirmation of temporary workers. - The Union would say that 
there are about 40 workers and only 12 of them are permanent. Even 
persons who have worked for more than 4 or 5 years are treated as 
temporary and thereby they are denied a number ofbenefits. The Union 
wants all the workers to be made permanent. In the written statement the 
Management has stated that they employ only 32 persons. They say that 
any worker who has put in more than one of continuous service would 
are treated as permanent and temporary inspite ofthe fact that they have 
put in more than one year service.On a previous occasion they had brought 
to the notice of the Factories Inspector the fact that the number of workers 
who have put in more than oneyear service have been treated as temporary , 
By treating them as temporary they did not get the benefit of provident fund 
scheme. 

7. The Management contends that they employ only 32 workers. They 
have recently installed a circular band saw . The Management has not 
disclosed the nur of temporary workers. Certain workers are working 
for more than one year and they are not permanent. The Union has 
produced wil. This is an attendance card issued to Shri M.Balan for 
a place in ihe muster roll. This worke joined the factory only on 29-3-1965. 
It is admitted that Ext. Wil is the attendance card. Another example is 
pointed out in the case ofMr. P.K. Radhakrishnan Nair. Hewas working 
in the year 1962-63 and he was given provident fund benefits also. This is 
the name of this worker. So the case of the Munagement that they are 
entering the names ofall the workers in the muster roll cannot be accepted. 
The evidence mentioned above would show that the Management has in 
some ca:es treated persons who have put in more than one year of service 
as temporary wo kers . The Union has also not given the names and parti 
culars of workers who have put in mo e than one year of service and continu 
ing as tempo ary wo kers. The Management shall give permanency to all 
workers who have put in more than 240 days continuousservice in the 


factory. 


8. Issue No. 3 : Denial of employment to Shri Ba an, Sri Kunhiraman and 
Sri Kuttappan.- The Union states in their statement that the workers 
Sri M. Balan , Kunhiraman Kuttappan we.e active important trade Union 
workers at the factory during the year 1964 and they had placed a demand 
for increased wages in 1964. When conciliation proceedings were going on 
employment was denied to Sri M. Balan with effect from 22-11-1965 
Shri Kunhiraman was on medical leave for sometime and on 23-4-1966 h 
reported for duty with a fitness certificate from the E. S. I. Doctor. Wor 
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was denied to him from that date and the Union made a complaint to the 
E. S. I. authorities who obtained explanations from the Management. 
Kuttappan another permanent worker reported for duty on 22-1-1966 and 
he was denied employment. All the 3 are permanent wo: kers of the 
factory. Work was denied only because of their trade un on activities . 
There was no enquiry. The union wrote serveral letters marked as Ext Wi 
to W6. The Management has not so far repled to them . The Unicn 
wants them to be reinstated . WWI to WW3 are these workers who have 
given evidence about these aspects. They have denied the suggestion of the 
Management that they are employed in other saw mills. 

9. The management in their reply statement stated that Mr. Balan was 
denied employment because of electricity cut implemented on 15-11-1965. 
Shri Kunhiraman did not report for with effect from 23-4-1966 . 
consumptions and they were forced to deny employment. Afterwards he 
has not reported for duty . Shri Kuttappan has not reported for duty 
since 22-1-1966 and has absented himself and there was no denial on the 
part of the Management. According to the Management Balan and 
Kunhiraman are employed elsewhere ; so they are not entitled to any back 
wages and all the three workers are not entitled for reinstatement also . 

10. The Management has examind MW2 to prove that Balan has worked 
under M /s. Assu Saw Mills. MW2 produced the muster roll and proved 
the same and is marked as Ext,M14 . Therein the name of Shri M. Balan 
is mentioned as working for sometime. MW4 proves M16 the muster roll 
of M /s. Malabar Saw Mill. MW4 is the Chief Clerk and he also proves the 
entries in the muster roll. The muster roll shows the names of M. Balan . 
Though the management has stated that the other workers are also employed 
elsewhere they have no documents or witnesses to prove these aspects. 

11. The case of Shri Balan is that he is denied employment only because 
of his Trade Union activities. The Management s case in their reply state 
ment is that work wasdenied only because of the cut in the clectricity and 
the letters from the electricity board are produced and marked as Exts. MI 
and M12 . The first cut as per M12 take effect from 15-11-1965 . The 
muster roll for this period is marked as Ext. M6. The relevant entries for 
the month in Ext. M6 do not show that they have retrenched or denied 
employment from 15-11-1965 because of cut in clectricity . The other entries 
in the same register for the month of November, 1965 would show that 
there was no work because of lack of timber, nothing about the cut of 
electricity consumption and consequent denial or retrenchment is mentioned 
in this document. 

12. The Management has taken the plea that they denied employment 
only because of cut in electricity, the first witness for Management gives a 
different version in the court when he tendered evidence as Mwi. He has 
stated as follows: “ acum 100003 croella commodº 
ജോലിക്കും ഹാജരായിട്ടില്ല . കുട്ടപ്പനും Gheilda" 022000 Islej.

In the G. O. cited , an amendment has been issued to rule 88 of the 
Kerala Treasury Rules to the effect that moneys tendered as dues to Govern 
ment shall not pass through the hands of Departmental Officers unless he is 
authorised to collect such dues by a general or special order of the 
Government. 

2. The Officers of the Agricultural Incometax and Salestax Depart 
ment have been collecting Government dues by contacting the parties 
direct. There are dealers who do not care to remit the tax demanded as 
per the notices issued , by payment into the Treasury or by cheque in the 
ordinary course. But when the officers direc:ly approach such dealers and 
insiston the payment of tax the dealers make paymenia

3. Further , in checkposts, cash collection is unavoidable. In cases, 
where the goods are transported in contravention of Section 29 of theKerala 
General Salestax Act , 1963, the goods so transported will have to be seized 
and confiscated. Such seized goods will have to be released only one pay 
ment ofthe penalty levied by the Officers in charge of the Checkposts. As 
checkposts are established at the borders of the Statemselves

In such cases also , it may not be possible to ask the parties to make the 
remittance into the treasury . As goods are to be released at the time when 
the parties are prepared to pay the penalty , the officers will have to accept 
cash payments . 

In the circumstances, it is necessary to authorise the Officers of the 
Agricultural Incometax and Salestax Department not below the rank ofan 
assessing authority to accept cash payments towards collection of Govern 
ment dues. Accordingly, the Board of Revenus has recommended to 
Government to authorise the officers of the Agricultural Incometax and 
Salestax Department not below the rank of assessing officers to accept cash 
payment towards collection of Government dues. 

Government accept the recommendation of the Board of Revenue and 
under Rule 88 of the Kerala Treasury Rules, Goverament authorise the 
officers of the Agricultural Incometax and Salestax Department not below 
the rank of an assessing authority to accept cash payments towards collec 
tion of Government dues in respect of the Agricultural Inco.zetax and 
Salestax Department.

ACT 
to amend the Rice-Milling Industry ( Regulation ) Act, 1958. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Nineteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement ( 1) This Act may be called ihe Rice 
Milling Industry (Regulation) Amendment Act, 1968. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 3.- In the Rice Milling Industry (Regulation ) 
Act, 1958 (21 of 1958.) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in 
section 3 , 

(1) for clause (a ), the following clause shall be su bstituted , 
namely : 

"(a ) “ defunct rice mill" cans 

i) a ricemill in existence at the commencement of this Act 
but in which ricc-inilling operations have not been carried on for a

3. Insertion of new section 3 A. - In the principal Act, after section 3 , 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

3.1. Application of the Act lo rice-hullers .-- The provisions of this Act shall 
apply to rice-hullers attached to, or maintained with , any flour, oil, dal or 
other mill, or pumping set as they apply to rice mills subject to the modifi 
cation that any reference to the commencement of this Act in those pro 
visions shall, in their application to such rice-hullers, be construed as a 
reference to the commencement ofthe Rice-Milling Industry (Regulation) 
Amendment Act, 1968." . 
4. Amendment of section 5. - In section 5 of the principal Act, 

( 1) in sub -section ( 3), for the words such other conditions as it may 
think fit" , the words " such other conditions (including such conditions 
as to improvements to existing machinery, replacement of existing 
machinery and use of improved inethods of rice-milling, asmay be 
necessary to eliminate waste ubrain maximum production and improve 
quality) as it may think fit" shall be substituted ; 

(2 ) for sub -section (5 ),the following sub -section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

(5 ) (a ) In granting a permit under this section (whether for 
the establishment of a new rice mill or for re- commencing rice 
milling operation in a defunct rice mill), the Central Government 
shall give preference - 
(i) to a Government 

company or a corporation owned or 
controlled by the Government over every other applicant;

(6) Subject to the provisions of clause (a), in granting a permit 
under this section , the Central Government shall give preference 

to a defunct rice mill over a new rice mill.

Act, 1912 (2 of 1912 ) or any other law relating to co- operative 
societies for the time being in force in any State and farmers 
c ? operative society" means a co -operative society the mombers 
whereof include farmers and the voting rights in which are, accord 
ing to its rules and bye-laws, restricted to the following classes of its 
members, namely : 

( a ) farmers ,

(c) primary agricultural credit societies as defined in clause

(i) for the words " shall be effective" , the words " shall be 
valid shall be substituted ;

“ Provided that if in a mill in respect of which a permit 
has been granted under sub -section (3) rice -milling operation is 
not carried on for a continuous period of one year at any 
time after the commencernent of the Rice-Milling Industry 
( Regulation) Amendment Act, 1963, then , such permit shali 
cease to be valid upon the expiry of the said period of one year 
and a fresh permit shall be necessary for re-commcocing rice 

milling operation in tha: mill." . 
5. Amendmentof section 6.- In section 6 of the principal Act, 

( 1) in sub- section (1), for the words and figure " a permit has been 
granted under 

section 5 " , the words and figure " a permit granted 
under section 5 is effective shall be substituted : 

(2 ) in sub- section (3), for the brackets and words " (including, in 
particular, conditions relating to the polishing of rice)” the brackets 


and words " (including such conditions as to improvements to existing 
machinery, replacement of existing machinery and use of improved 
methods of rice-milling, as may be necessary to eliminate waste , 
obtain maximum production and improve quality and conditions relat 
ing to the polishing of rice)” shall be substituted ; 

(3 ) for sub-section (4 ), the following sub-section shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" (4) A licence granted under this section shall be valid for the 
period specified therein and may be renewed from time to time for 
such period and on paymentof such fees and on such conditions 
( including such conditions as to improvements to existing machinery 
replacement of existing machinery and use of improved methods of 
rice -milling, as may be necessary to eliminate waste , obtain maximum 
production and improve quality) as may be prescribed : 

Provided that ifin a mill in respect of which a licence has been 
granted under sub -section (3) rice-milling operations are not carried on 
for a continuous period of one year at any time after the commence 
mentof the Rice-Milling Industry (Rezulation) Amendment Act, 1968, 
then , such licence shall cease to be valid upon the expiry of the said 
period of one year and a fresh licence shall be necessary for carrying 
on rice-milling operations in that mill." . 

6. Amendment of section 8. - In section 8 of the principal Act, in sub 
section ( 3) ,

THE LIMITATION (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE , 1968 

No. 12 OF 1968 


Promulgated by the President in the Nineteenth Year of the 

Republic of India 
An Ordinance further to amend the Limitation Act, 1963 


WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
Article 123 of the Constitution ,the President is pleased to promulgate the follow 
ng Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Ordinance may be called the 
Limitation (Amendment) Ordinance, 1968 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Act 36 of 1963 to be temporarily amended. During the period of operation 
of this Ordinance, the Limitation Act, 1963 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principalAct), shall have effect subject to the amendments specified in sections 
3 and 4 . 

3 . Amendment of section 30. - In section 30 of the principal Act,-in clause 
(a), for the words " five years” , the words " seven years shall be substituted . 

4. Amendment of Schedule.-- In the Schedule to the principal Act, 

(a ) in article 65, in the column relating to description of suit, after 
the words " based on title " , the following shall be inserted , namely : 

" other than for possession of immovable property , or any interest 
therein , comprised in any public charitable or religious trust or endow 
ment" ; 

(b) after article 65 , the following article shall be inserted , namely : 
Description of suit Period of limitation Time from which period 

begins to run 


When the possession of 

the defendant becomes 
adverse to the plaintiff.”

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5. Removal of doubts. For the removal of doubts it is hereby declared 
that the amendments made in the principal Act by section 4 shall not enable 
any suit to be instituted for which the period of limitation prescribed by the 
principal Act as in force immediately before the commencement of this 
Ordinance expired before such commencement.
